"must". Many EIs already carry the IOTA reference EU-115 on their QSL cards and 
can rest easy about the rule change. However, those who do not, should bear in mind 
the fact that their cards might not qualify for IOTA credit from next year. Be sure to 
add that IOTA reference EU-115 the next time you have cards printed.
